ion par excellence which has for yoars 
maintained its popularity isa battle to 
the death between acentipede and a 
tarantula, both of which monsters of the 
insect world grow to large proportions 
in the semi-tropical climate of the Hot 
Springs valley. 

‘The strange contest takes place, as a 
rule, in a circular box about two feet in 
diameter, such a box as cheese is gener- 
ally shipped in. A large pane of glass 
is laid ovor the box to prevent the es- 
cape of the contestants. 

Tho New Yorker, who had secured 
two very fine specimens, was glad to get 
them safely over the journey. Ten spac, 
totors were present at this duel, and all 
of them were pledged to secrecy, as the 
S.P.C.A. might have concluded to inter- 
fore had they learned of the affair, A 
colored boy employed asa porter in the 
saloon had formerly lived in Arkansas 
and had witnessed many of these bat- 
tles. He was ina violent state of ex- 
citement, and by common consent was 
made master of the ceremonies. 

It was a strangely contrasted pair 
that faced each other in the box, and 
the spectators viewed the glass coy 
with much satisfaction, The tarantula,

TARANTULA'S NEST. 

The centipede moved backward and 
forward at will. A minute, perhaps 
longer, elapsed, and then the great 
spider made a lightning-like leap at its 
enemy. The tarantula can leap a dis- 
tance of eight or ten feet. 

The centipede did not endeavor to 
evade the contact. This was what it 
had been waiting for. They fight al- 
ways on the defensive, At the moment 
of the assault the centipede extended 
its full length of five inches. The cen- 
tipede was for the moment obscured 
from sight by the bloated body and 
sprawling limbs of the spider. The de- 
tails were impossible to follow. In the 
struggle the confused massof hairy logs 
and the scaly length of the centipede 
were alternately on top. 

The spider has a wicked and cruel 
bite. Tlis plan of battle was to sever 
the hook like forward claws of the centi- 
pede, thus depriving it of its power to 
poison, after which the killing is a mere 
matter of time. The centipede strives 
with its powerful mandibles to cut off 
the legs of its ad ary, and at the 
same time to place its venom where it 
will do the most harm. In this par-

A FAMOUS LIBRARY. 


Its Hundreds of Volumes Are Mado of cutting prices, 


Wood, 


In a retired street of Cassel stands an 
old fashioned, roomy house, the depost- 
tory of the Natural History Museum of 
Hease. The most unique and interest- 
ing of the various collections is the 60- 
called ‘*Holzbibliothek,” or library of 
wood, consisting of 546 volumes in folio, 
octavo and duedecimo, made from trees 
growing in Wilhelimshire Park, and re- 

resenting 120 genera and 441 species. 

n the back of each volume fs a red 
morocco shield bearing the common and 
scientific name of the tree, the class 
and species to which it belongs accord- 
ing to Linnaeus, 8 ecimens of the 
moss and lichen peculiar to it, a bit of 
the rind or bark, and. if itis resinous, a 


er drop or two of the resin. The upper 


‘6 shows the young wood cut cross 
wise to exhibit the rings and pith, while 
the under edge is of old wood, cut in the 
samo manner, to illustrate the changes 
which take place in the texture as the 
tree gains in age and size. The top 
cover is of unripe wood, in the rough ; 
the front edge shows the polished grain, 
and also the fungi, to which the troe is 
liable when the stages of decay or dis. 
ease. Attached to the front edge 
fs a cubic inch of mature wood, 
on which is noted its specific weight 
when the sap is flowing in the early 
spring, again in midsummer, and still 
again when thoroughly dry. Under 
this is given the degree of heat obtain: 
able from a cubic inch of dry wood 
in a cuble foot of space, that given out 
by the same quantity when it becomes 
a glowing coal, its diminished size and 
weight when charred, and the proper- 
ties of the tree, together with a descrip- 
tion of the soll in which it flourishes 
best. The interior of the book or box 
containg a complete history of the tree, 
especially of the orgaus of nourishment 
and fructification. There are capsules 
with seeds, the germ-bud with rootlets 


in various stages of development, the 
flower from the tiny bud to the perfect 
blossom, the fruit from the pel eat 
its full’ maturity, and, last of all, a 
skeletonized leat.

A Whistling Sonke, 

The discovery of the Horn expedition 
to the McDonnell ranges in Australia of 
aremarkable specimen of natural his- 
tory called a ‘whistling spider," whose 
peculiarity consists in producing a 
whistling noise by the simple operation 
of drawing its forelegs across its gms 
seoms at the moment to be outdone, 
Sir William Macgregor, the adminis - 
trator of British New Guinea, is now 
in the field with another extraordinary 
discovery—a whistling snake. In his 
latest report Sir William points out that 
a large number of deaths occurred early 
this year in the Rigo district of 
New Guinea from snake-bite. The 
administrator points out that the 
island is infested by a small spe- 
cies of black snake, which is very 
fierce, The natives declare that when- 
ever a man gous near one it rushes at 
him, uttering sounds which they de- 
scribe as resembling a whistle. “Shortly 


before I was at the Government sta- , 


tion,” writes Sir William Macgregor, 
“one of these reptiles attacked the Gov- 
ernment agent, but was killed before it 
did any harm. A little While before a 
boy of 14 years was in the bush near the 
station, when one of these snakes made 
arush athim with the usual peculiar 
whistling sound. The boy thought the 
noises emanated from some cockatoos in 
a tree, and began to look for them. He 
did not discover the mistake until he re 
ceived a bite from the reptile, from 
which he died in a little while in great 
agony."’—London Times.

STRAUSS AND HIS DOG. 


A Story of the Waltz King and His 
Femiuine Admirers in Boston, 


“This Strauss jubilee,” said a New 
York impressario, ‘‘reminds me of an 
incident of the visit of the great com- 
poser fo Boston at the time. of the Gil- 
more jubilee, which 1 do not remember 
to have ever seen in print. At that 
time Johann wag in the full blaze of his 
glory, aud the ‘Blue Danube” waltzes 
were as well known in this country as 
“Yanket Doodle,” aud so when the com- 
poser was found to be a handsome, dap- 
per little man with lovely eyes and a 
mass of wavy hair that was almost as 
extravagantly long as Paderewski's, the 
Boston musical women went wild over 
him.

The Earl of Jersey Makes His 
Report. 


THE CONFERENCE WAS A SUCCESS. | 


Maks Thelr Own Wis 
eal Arrangements, 


London, Deo, d—The Sttndord fa in- 
formed that the Earl of Jorsey haa stb 
mitted to Lord Ripon of the Coloulal

Mow Young Warriors Plandered Wagons 
of ® Freighting Oaine, 

“Talking of bad Indians, the ones 
that make the most trouble are not the 
old warriors," said tho veteran plaing 
froightor, as he smoked his pips at the 
hotol office at Eldorado, Kau. “These 
have made their reputations and got 
wives and ponies, and have little to 
gain and much to lose by going on the 
warpath against the whites. With the 
young buck the case is different. He 
wants plunder for astart in life, and 
moré than that, he wishes to make a 
name for himself in his tribe. So he is 
Always ready to start hostilities, and 
will take dosperate risks to capture 
sealps or horses. 

“This brings me to an attack by In- 
diang upon a freighting train, made up 
of wagons drawn by six-mule teams, 
that was travelisg in company with 
mine from Kansas City to Denver in the 
early sixties, It was done in such a 
way and was so unexpected as to be 
almost laughable, although it cost the 
outfit elghtoon neon mules, some 
freight and a good deal of bother in re- 
pairing damages and getting straight 
again, 

“At this time the Indians were at 
posse with the whites, so no trouble was 

cooked for from them. We had come to 
a deop prairie ravine with a good-sized 
stream flowing along the bottom of it. 
My train was inthe lead and had got

“There was no #scort along and but 
few extra men, 80, of course, the first 
thing to do was to get the other wagons 
out of the ravineéas soon as possible. By 
that time the Indians had plundered the 
captured wagons, and, driving the 
mules ahéad of them, were off, safe 
from any pursuit that we could make. 
The teamsteis sent a shot or two after 
them, but were too badly rattled to do 
any execution. 

“When I saw by signals that there 
was tronble in the rear, I formed my 
wagons in a circle and sent all my 
spare men back to help the others out. 

lithe help we could give, however was 
to leud ahandin getting the wagons 
out of the creck—one of them was upset 
—and pulling them out of the gulch. 
There they hadto be abandoned, to- 
gether with as much of their freight as 
the Indians had left, until we could get 
to astation where more mules could be 
bought to send back to haul them in.

Preparation of Serum forthe Antitoxtn 
‘Treatment. 

Tho Medical Pross Gives the following 

account of Dr. Roux's method of pre- 

paring serum to inject into children 
sulfering from. diphtheria. The first 
step is to buy twenty horses to undergo 
the process of immunization, which pro- 
cess takes about sevent days. he 
horse ig first injected witha mixture of 
fodinand diphtheritic toxin, the iodin 
having the effect of attenuating the in- 
tensity of the virus. The injection. is 
renewed at intervals of several days for 
six weeks, until the time comes when 
the animal can withstand injections of 
the pure virus. The animal is then 
bled, yielding about four pints of blood 
every twenty days, that is to say, 
enough blood to furnish serum for the 
cure of forty children. The horses chos- 
en are healthy animals, discarded 
from service on account of weakness of 
the legs, i 

Origin of Nataral Gas, 


F. C. Phillips with the aim.of throw- 
ing some light on the probable origin of 
natural gas, bei dried sca-weed in 
water that had been freed from air. 
On the third day, gas began to evolve 
and continued to iy in gradually 
decreasing quantity till the tenth day, 
when.803 cubic centimeters had been 
collected and the evolutions sprarent ly, 
ceased. The gas was analyzed, and the 
apparatus allowed to stand for two years 
and a half, during which time another 
| 80 cubic centimeters of gas collected. 
This was found on analysis to differ radi- 
cally from the rapidly evolved gas, and 
to consist almost entirely of methane, 
which is the chief constituent of natural 
gas. The author thinks that this ex- 
tremely slow secondary decomposition 
of vegetable matter at about ordinary 
temperatures and in absence of air must 
not be ignored when considering the 
probable sources of natural gas.

Horses With a History 

Among tve contributors to the fun and 
excitement of the “Police Patrol” which 
willappearat the Queen’sOpsra House 
next Wednesday ¢vcning are included two 
famous whits horses. This pair of equines 
enjoy areputation greater than that of 
the ordinary animal of the kind and they 
owe their reputation to an epoch in ihe 
bistory of Chicago. When they first 
sprang Into promine c+ they wereconnact- 
ed with the police department of Chicago, 
drawing the patrol wagon for the Des- 
plaines street station. On that fatel day 
in May, when anarchy sought to rule the 
world, they, with afew brave men, were 
instrumental in saving the lives of some 
eight cfficers, When the crowd of ex- 
cited and balf crazed foreigners gathered 
at Haymirket Square and flaunted their 
flag of red, a detachment of 
police was sont from one of the stations to 
guard the ustuly mob, and in case of 
necessity compel peace. The tast gatkor- 
ing clans of anarchists socn surrounded 
the few unfortuaate blue coats, who found 
thems:lves completely hemmed in by the 
surging mob, to whom tho sight ofa 
policeman’s star was like a red bandanna 
swuog inthe facs of aa enraged bull. 
Soma kni friend on the outside seeing 
the plight of the policemen rang in an 
alarm for the patrol which sounded in the 
station where ‘Jim and Frank’ were doing 
service: when the ball pealed forth its call 
they were soon on their way to the site of 
the trouble carrying a wagon loaded wth 
wellarmed police, As they turned the 
Coroner into Haymarket Square a crowd- 
ed mass of siruggling humanity, which 
completely packed this open street from 
wall to wall, presented itself. There in 
in the centre could be seen the 
few brave officers vainly strug- 
gling to gain shelter, There was but one 
thing to do, the officers drew their re- 
volvars and clubs, and the driver lashed 
the horses into the face of the mob, where 
the plucky animals literally fought their 
way through by biting and pawiog until 
the bravs men were picked up and carried 
to apo'nt of safety. It was directly after 
this toat the bomb was thrown which cost 
the lives of 80 many brave officers, as well 
asthe execution of the prime movers in 
the cause of anarohy. Ic was from the 
action of the horses at this time, and at 
the McCormick Reaper Works a little 
later, that these two jatelligent animals 
gained the tile “The White Patrol.”

SALTAIRE A FAILURE. 


SIR TITUS SALT HAS NOT IMPROVED 
HUMANITY, 


Ungratefal—The More He 
Did For Them the More They Thought 
Be Ought to Do and the Moral of the

The mill ia not 
only a handsome, imposing edifice, 
even the great chimney having been 
fashioned to be as like an Italian cam- 
panile as was practicable ; but itis ar- 
ranged with a view to tho bealth and 
comfort of the workers, Besides an ex- 
cellent common achool and high schoot 
for girls and boys—two of the best in 
the country—a technical school and an 
institute, “with library, class rooms, 
reading and entertainment rooms, there 
are almshouses, public bath and wash 
houses and a beautitul park and recrea- 
tion grounds, through which a broad 
canal runs, on which are boats for hire 
Still farther, the founder, bosides build- 
ing at his own expense a Congroga- 
tional church, which he and his family 
attended, gave altes to other denomina- 
tions, such as Methodists, Baptists and 
Swedenborgians. 

The place, I may add, covers an area 
of twenty-seven acres comprises 835

expectations. The place, be it remem- | 
bered, has been in existence upward of 
forty years. Accordingly, I embraced 
an opportunity given me of questioning 
two gentlemen, both of whom have 
been for many years in positions enabl- 
ing them to observe and draw conclu- 
sions, both, too, from vory different 
points of view. I will tell ‘you briefly 
what I learned. ‘ , 

“Are the workpeople of to-day, at 

Saltaire,in any respects superior to the 

last generation?” I asked, 

| “Certainly not," was tho reply ; | 
‘neither more intelligent, mora skilful, 
nor more exact; in point of fact they 
are somehow more slovenly and careless 
than they used to be.” 

| “What about the wages they earn: 
their mode of living ; their thrift?” 
“Well, while on an avorage they earn 

considerably more money than’ men 
doing the same work used todo, and 
most things consumed are much cheaper 
than they used to be, their houses don't 
look moro comfortable, and I doubt if 
they either really live better or put by 
more for a rainy day.” 

“How do you account for this 2" 

“It doubtless has many causes, but 
one of the chief ones is the oxcessivoe 
amusements, sports, excursions and the 
like, which not only consume most of 
their money, but make them dislike 
effort.” 

“But are they not healthier and 
stronger for their short hours, excur- 
sions and outdoor amusements?" 

“I don't think so, As often as 
they make a toil of their pleasures, 1 
when they don’t, as they often do, finish 
up with getting drunk, They don't or 
won't appreciate the need of quiet 
| especially ona Sunday. I believe my. 
self that rest or restful occupation with 
reading, contributes far more to health 
than #0 much change, To 
effort is only to change 
ing energy.”

“The work pe » are, of course 
obliged to send their children to the 
board schools, and the cliwses above

patronized, not the lectures, and dances 
are crowded. In fact, these dances are 
in scores of cases the occasion of ex- 
penditure for finery that keeps families 
in debt and all its attendant discomfort. 
The properly technical and other classes, 
however, might be much better attend- 
ed than they actually are,”’ 

“What about the beautiful park and 
recretion grounds? They, of course, 
must be used and valued,’ 

“Used, yes; but valued !—well, I 
Scarcely know what to say. For one 
thing, there isa constant difficulty in 
keeping the people trom stealing the 
plants and flo 8; they seem to con- 
sider that they have & perfect right to 
éyerything, aud feel no sense of obliga- 
tion tor anything. As to gratitude or 
recognition, that is never expressed. 
This was different with the first genera- 
tion, very different," 

“You take rather a melancholy view 
of the results of providing people with 
things of this sort.” 

“Perhaps I do; not that I begrudge 
them any sort of good whatever; but, 
somehow or other, when people get ad- 
vantages without effort of their own, 
their manhood Is enfeebled; they cease 
tobe capable of the higher feelings; 
they lose self-respect. ‘oo much hag 
been done for them. The first gonera- 
tion had grown up under circumstances 
domanding honest effort ; and, after all, 
that is what the average man needs ag 
A sort of tonic, if he is not to become a 
creature of fecble circulation, flaccid 
muscle and brittle bone.” 

“What then about thelr religious 
state?” 


“Tt Is really the same tale. The more 
is done for them tho less they do 
for themselves.

his reputation, To theso pests it has 
rived so relentless an enemy that in 
‘somo party of the state, notably Santa 
' Barbara country, scarcely any insect 
life remains for the sustenance of the 
ladybird. Trees which two years ago 
| were covered with the secretions of the 
scale, which, in fact, seemed irremedi- 
ably ruined, aro now clean bright and 
vigorous, “It is difficult,” says an ex- 
pert, “to place a pocuni estimate on 
the enemy of the black scale. In ono 
respect, however, the saving in spray- 
ing and fumigating will probably re- 
presont $100,000 a year to the horticul- 
turists of California, One fruit-grower 
alone hag of late been compelled to ex- 
pend trom $3,000 to $6,000 per annum 
for this purpose, while there are four or 
five growers In Los Angeles county 
alone who each pay out an average of 
£10,000 annually in battling with tho 


black scala. All this will be saved, for 
the little beetles costs nothing. Then,

When the embargo is removed—and he 
hoped it soon would be—the shippers 
would again be at the mercy of the 
steamship companics. The more this 
trade is interfered with the more the 
farmer and producer will euffor.

The general enthusiasin for the 
sport, and its recently increased popu- 
larity, is no doubt due to healthful, in- 
vigorating derivation. The game, 
which may be played on any good 
stretch of meadowland, where tho 
grass is not too rank, may seem dull 
and uninteresting when witnessed by 
the non-player; but hardly another out- 
door amusement stirs a keener ecnthu- 
siasm in its votaries; it is a healthful 
recreation, pursued, as it is, amid fresh 
breezes, and, while exercised, it has its 
peculiar merlt, that, according to its 
progress, it may be made casy or stir- 
ring at the will of the player, and thus 
equally adapts itself to the sprightly 
youth, the matured strength of man- 
ood, the gentler sex, or the advancing 
age.

Derivation of “Grass Widow,"

» A peculiar method of 
salicylic acid is to pour ov 
cooked fruit the cold saligylat 
of the same fruit, so that the former ts 
entirely covered. The cold salicylated 
juice is prepared by pressing out the 
fruit, heating the juice, adding to every 
pound 16 grains of salicylic acid, and 
allowing to cool. In this way fruits, such 
as cherries, Nr etc., can be presery- 
ed through the winter uncooked, so that 
they are sultable for any and ovory 
kind of application, even for use-in pies, 

The advantages of salicylic aeid in 
the preservation of fruits and fruit pre- 
serves may therefore be summed up as 
follows: If properly applied, it is always 
successful ; it does not communicate any 
ynpleasant flavor to the preparations; 
itis in no way injurious ui the gan: 
sumer, belng present only in minute 
quantities, ~Ghomical Trade Journal.

The cash yalue of a locomotiye aver. 
Ages $10,000, and there are now in use 
an the rajlroads of the United States 
about locomotives, representing 
a total investment of $850,000,000, The 
Pennsylvania railroad stands at the 
head of the list with 1,625 locomotives, 
The New York Central ig not far ha- 
hind with 1,200 locomotives. The Frla 
railroad has 664; the Louisyille and 
Nashyille, 532; the Union Pacific, 1,066; 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern, 664; the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, 798; the Chicago and North- 
western, 858; the Northern Pacific, 
(40; the Baltimore and Ohio, 860, and 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe, 1,002, 

The lite of an ordinary locomotive 
shining brass, glittering steel, iron and 
hard wood, is shorter than the life ofan 
individual, and is in three divisions, 
First, when, bright and new from the 
machine shop, it is run along the tracks 
to the roundhouse, flags flying from 
the cab, and a broom or a horseshoe on 
the cowcatcher for good luck. 

The second stage is when, after hay- 
ing been in active use, the outer glosais 
dimmed by dripping oil and its beauty

WILL CONSULT HIS COLLEAGUES 


The A(uation Not Discussed at a Meeting 
of the Ministers Westerday—The Cours 
Oven to the Party-DiMiculties in the 
Way of Mr. Mowell-Kelection of o 
Minister of Justice a Hard Task. 


Ottawa, Dec. 18,—About 10 
to-night Hon, Mackenzie Bowell was 
summoned by Ile Excellency to meet 
him In his office in the Eastern block, 
whither ho at once proceoded, and 
mained in cons 
lenoy until 11, 

The result of thin interview, I am 
Authorized to state, waa that Hin Ex- 
cellency Informed tim that, after fully 
considering all the napects of the sltu- 
ation, he had decided to ask Mr. Bowell 
If he waa prepared to undertake nnd 
neanmo the responsibility of the forma- 
tion of o now Cabinet. $ 

Hon, Mr. Bowell replied in offect that 
while fully realizing the difficulties and 
responsibilitios of assuming ao important 
a duty, he could not, appreciating the 

confidence repoacd in him 
this reqnost, decline the responsibility of 
accoding t® it, and he would at the firat 
pessible opportunity, tonsult with hia 
colleagues and report to His Excellency 
at tho sarlinst possible moment. o 

Mr. Bowell added that as some of his 
colleaguca would not arrive in tho city 
until next Weok, ho would have to nak 
sulficient time to enable him to consult 
with all those with whom he had been in 
consultation. ‘This requeat was readily

The Crisis ns View Prior to Mis Excel- 
lency Sending For Mr Bowell, 


Ottawa, Ont., Dec, 14,—The political 
crisis is aottling no faster than such 
things usually clear themeclyes, But 
it is a #erious crisis, of that there is 
no donbt. 

Hon, Mackenzie Rowell, acting Premier 
during Sir Jobn Thompson's absence, and 
sonior Privy Councillor, was iu consulta 
tion with His Excellency this afternoon. 
But the conference was pot, I lave wood 
reson for saying, over the formation of 
“ cabinet. It was in connection with 
the Mmoeral arrangements, telegrams in 
regard to which lave passed between 
England ond His Excellency. The body 
of the dead Prime Minister is to 
brought out in a British © er, Mr. 
Bowell was with His Excellency just 
fifteen minutes; from 4.45 to 6 p. im. 

While he was in Mis Bxcellency’s olfice 
hit collengues assembled in the Privy 
Council Chomber, and with them were 
the two .controllers and the Solleitor- 
General, Sir Frank Smith wus also 
present. Hon. Mr. Angers, Sir Jobn 
Carling and Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper 
were absent. They talked over the 
ty, resolved to raise a national 
ption for Sir John Tbompson's 
family and took steps to arrange for a 
public funeral, 

The political situation was not then 
diecursed, but they havo decided, I be- 
liey in small meetings among them- 
selves, and will at a full meeting in all 
likelitood decide to place the interest 
of the Conservative party, in the first 
place, and support to the full anyone of 
their number or anyone outside of their 
pumber that they may select for the 
lewlerehip, The safety of the party is 
the first concern, and loyalty to the man 
eclocted next. 

But Lord Aberdeen is not bound to 
send for anyone of them. It is just 
possible that Sir Jolin Thompson told 
His Excellency before he left bow ill be 
was, aod gave him a neme to send for 
if anything should happen, but this is 
not kuowa, 1 

Sut it ia certainly now known, Gs 
pecially after Dr. Ross’ interview in 
the press that Sir John kuew how ill 
he was. Hon. John Haggart also kuew, 
and it is now quite clear. Further 
that Mr. Haggart thought that unless 
his party got to the country before or 
during April they would uot have Sir 
John Thompson a6 their leader. 

The program, oa far as o tentative ar- 
rangement could be construed into one, 
wha to get to the country without a 
session, and with Sir John Thompson as 
leader. But death interfered thorewith. 

What bears out the idea ‘that Sir 
John Thompson had told Lord Abordeen 
something, or left a message for him, is 
that Douglas Stewart, Sir John’s private 
seeretary, inet Hig Excellency at ‘the 
station When he camo up from Montreal 
to-day. 

If Sir John left any name, 
it was Mr, Haggart's. 

What now is to be doue no one can 
say. His Excellency’s mind is not known. 
He may take time to consider. But os 
near as can be, the thing likely to tike 
place is this, alwaye, however, taking it 
for granted that His Excellency thinks 
that tho Conservatives ought to be his 
advisers. 

In the first place, there are two courses 
oper to the party. They may wake o 
temporary arrangement with Ion. Muac- 
kensie Bowell aa leader, and truat to 
timo, and, after a short scesion und an 
appeal to tho country, for a new leader 
to develop. 

But before Hon. Mackenzie Bowell can 
take office he must bo dasured two 
things, that he has John Haggart and 
Mr, Fostor with him, and that the Que- 
bee leaders are with him. Ho cannot 
move until be is sure on ‘these pointy, 
Noxt, he must look for a loader of the 
House of Commons, Mr. Foster it the 
only man in sight. Sir Charles ‘Tupper 
would be moat likely Minister of Justice. 
This is all posatble, and even a likely 
tomporary arrangement. 

The other scheme ia to get a porma- 
nent leader, either Hon, G. BE. Foster or 
Hon, Juhn Haggart, aud make a bold 
stroke and carry tho country. Spoaker 
White has been moutioned as o shrewd 
man and a possible leader, 

It will be hanl to get a good Minister 
of Justice, Good constitutional lawyers, 
also politicians, are scarce, Perhaps 
Mr. Dickey of Nova Scotia might come 
in na auch, aa Sie John Thompron's auc 
coasor from that province, Or Mr. Ed- 
ward Kony, the momber for THalifax, 
might foin the Government, Ho is nni- 
vornally respected by his fellow-membera 
in the House, 

Sir Charlow Tuppor, the elder, ia out 
of It na a leader of tho party in thie 
crists, Ie ta too old and too lowe nway.

CIVIO COMMITTEES MEET. 
The Commissioner and Solleltor Report on 
the Pavement Difficulties 

The verious civic conmmittees met last 
night. The Public Works Committee 
passed a number of accounts. No action 
was tnken in regard to the request of Miss 
Pardy forremuneration for her tora dress. 
Mr, Hulme, street surveyor, reported on 
the objections taken on the final passing 
of the granolithic estimates. He said 
that not one ofthe 13 companies who 
tendered agreed to put 6 inches of broken 
stone under the curb. Tho epecifications 
drawn up by him had been for stone curb 
instead of concrete and when the specifi- 
cations were changed to the concrete the 
clause was inidyortantly left in. Mr. 
Hulme's cpinion was that loose stone 
under a concrete curb would be detri- 
mental to the stability of the work. As 
to the objection that the granite finish 
should cover the whole outside of the curb 
no such meaning cculd be constructed by 
readingithe contract and it would be physi- 
cally impossible to construct a curb io 
that way. The specifications is the same 
in this matter asus used ip all largo cities, 7 

The City Solicitor Henderson's report 
on Ald. Doyle's objection was also present- 
ed, He eaid tho street inspector had au 
thority to vary any part of the specifica- 
tions and that he acted within his province 
when he ordered the contractors not to 
put the broken stone under the curb and 
that he acted in the interests of the cily 
in So doing. As to ths other objections in 
not sufficiently plastering the outside of 
the curb, the street surueyor he thought 
had fully disposed of it by giving the in- 
terpretation of the clause relating thereto.

THEY STOLE THE GRAIN 


talyre Ple.ds Guilty of Forgery—Other 
Notes of tho Sonsion, 

The trial of John Waters and John 
Doyle on the charge of breaking into the 
grainery of John Caskoy, of Madoc, and 
stealing a quantity of oats, occupied the 
court of sessions all yosterday afternoon 
aud the court sat tll 10.30 to finish it. 
P, J. M. Anderson appsared for the 
Crown, and C E. Lyons forthe defence. 
The witoosses forthe crown were Joho 
Cankey, his son Jas, Caskey, Benj,Churoh, 
hotelkeeper, Madoc; Arthur Alore, a boy 
inthe employ of Mr. Caskey; Wm, 
Richardson, Madoc; E. vw, O'Flynn, 
Madoo; H. Mitchell, J. Hough, The 
Caskeys swore to the theft of the grain 
and identified one of the bigs taken from 
the prisoners. + : 

Mr, Church swore that the prisoners, 
with a boy left his hotel ina buckboard on 
the night of the robbery. Mr. Richard- 
non testified to the meeting, rear Mr, 
Caakey's the same night about twelve 
o'clock, a buckboard with two mon, whom 
he thought were prisoners, and a boy 
walking byhind. The buckboard, he said, 
was loaded down with bags, 

Mr. O'Flynn the magistrate at Madoo, 
who heard the preliminary investigation, 
submttida statement then made by the 
prisoners and sigued by them, confessing 
the.crime ond giving particulars as to how 
it was done. 

Yesterday, howevor,ths prisoners pleaded 
not guilty and swore that this confession 
was not true. They were both examined 
in their own defence, A man named 
Conley was also called. It took the jury 
but a few minutes to bring in a verd ct of 
Ruilty. 

This moroing, Babvitt v Palmer was 
the first case on the list. J.W. Gordon 
of Lrighton appeared for the plaintiff and 
W. Carnew for thedefeuce. Mr. Porter 
should have act-d for the defence bat he 
was away and Mr, Carmew had only 
received the brief a few minutes before tho 
ecurt opened and asked that the hearing 
of it be postponed. The same difficulty 
prevented the case of Carr v Bellevilly 
going on. 

Jno Doyle was arraigned on a second 
charge of stealing the bags in which the 
Rraim was taken from Mr, Caskey’s. Hav- 
ing been convicted on the first charge he 
pleaded gulty to this one, not as his 
oounsel Mr, Lyons stated, .dmitting the 
offence, but simply to save time. 

Joe Lamontaine was then arraigned 
ani charged with forging a cneque for 

23 25, drawn on J. 0, Dale & Co. of 
Madoc and purporting tu te signed by 
Jas Third of Bancroft, Lamontains is an 
intelligent looking young fellow of about 
22, short, stout and dark, and for some 
months had berm tailoring at Bancroft, 
He pleaded guilty and was remanded for 
sentence.

In the opinion of 


A. G. Howe, instructor in the Y,M. 
C.A. gymnasium of Brooklyn, who p 
forms this feat himself, Mr. Godfre 
mishap must have been caused by a slip 
of a foot from the shoulder, 

“If at the moment of jumping,” said 
Dr. Howe, ‘the gymuast’s foot slips, 
cither over the shoulder or off the side, 
the result would be that he would not 
throw himself over, and the turn would 
be but half accomplished. I should say 
that this was probably what occurred in 
the case of Mr. Godfrey. When he land- 
ed, his weight, pressing on the back of 
the head, would force it forward, and 
would rupture the ligament separating 
the odontold process, a pointed bone in 
the back of the neck, from the apart- 
ment through which the spinal column 
passes. The odontold process would 
then crush the spinal cord, causing al- 
most instant death. I hayenever hear 
of another case exactly like it, but one 
somewhat similar occurred in this city 
about four years ago, when a young 
man, in endeavoring to tnrn a back 
somersault from the floor, broke his 
neck. This is a more dangerous feat 
than the somersault from the shoulders, 
the latter giving the gymnast plenty of 
time to turn.” 

Mr. Godfrey was 25 years old and was 
a magnificently proportioned man. He 
was the model for Kitson’s statuc-of the 
ideal American student exhibited at the 
World's Fair.

He attcibuted the disaster not to poli- 
tick or to the resulta thoreof, but to 
the eagerneas of the mercantile commin- 
ity to uccumulate wealth by trading on 
credit. He informed the” Legislat 
that a now Executive had been chic 
that the new Government had provide 
for the payment of the intereat on the 
public debt due in London on Jan, 1 and 
that the Government proposed the ap- 
pointment of a select joint committer 
to examine the condition of the bauke 
with the viow of aacertaining the prac 
ticability of establishing a mediuin of 
circulation, 

He promised to submit an important 
leapatch from the Secretary of the Col- 
nied in reference to the difficulties in 
Nowfoundland. Te urged union and 
Promptitude in legislation queatious 
nimong all parties, Addresses on these 
lines were made by the Government lead- 
ers in both * Houses, Mr. Harvey, 
Leader in’the Legislative Conneil, pro- 
poundod a scheme for the legalization of 
Union Bank notes, paying a certain valo- 
ation upon them. T however, is not 
a Government proposal, but a persoual 
one. 

So great is the anxiety of the people 
that men walked to town from settle- 
ments twenty miles distant to learn 
what hope might be held out. 

The Legislature took no action nt the 
opening session, although the Governor 
reminded the members “of the existing 
destitution and the necessity of allevi- 
ating it immediately. The members arc 
bosieged for assistance. Througs of nn- 
employed men fill the streets. This 
army is recruited by schooner loads from 
the outports coming to oxchange bank 
notes for food at half their face value. 
The vorthern mail steamer Virginian 
Lake arrived this morning, bringing 
about 150 passengers. Their narratives 
show that the whole country is in deep 
distress, People are ruined who Jast 
week were in comfortable circunistances, 

The entire coast with settlements con- 
taining about 150,000 souls ia absolute- 
ly destitute except for the provisions

On looking at our soldiers we feel that 
ardour and impatience run through all 
their veins and we can understand that 
in the hour of combat the unforeseen 
may at apy instant arise from a diffloult 
situation. In the English army, on the 
coutrary, impassibality seems a duty; 
the officer in command knows at a 
glance what cach ono of his soldiers can 
do, and that notone willfailhim But, 
onthe other hand, not one, by a sudden 
inspiration, will exceed what was ex- 
pected from him.—Baron de Bazan- 
court's “Expedition to Crimea.”

Whence Comes the Diamond ? 

Theories concerning the organ of the 
diamond have been both numerous and 
curious, Some mineralogists have sug- 
gested that it is the rosidye of carbon 
vapors dissipated by heat during that 
indefinite epoch known as the ‘coal 
period,” Newton says that in his opin- 
ion it is *‘w coagulated unctuous sub- 
stance, probably of vegetable origin.” 
Haynes and Faure are both of the opin: 
ion that no diamond was ever formed 
on or within the surfaco of our earth, 
and that all such gems are brought to 


this planet by meteoric stones from 
some faraway world, Sir David Brews- 
ter, the eminent British philosopher 


(born 1781, died 1868), entertained ideas 
concerning the diamond's origin, which, 
while similiar to those of Newton, wore 
different in some respects, In his esti- 
mation such gems were once masses of 
gum, exuded from certain spocies of 
oxtinet trees or plants, which had subs 
sequently “petrified” and assumed the 
crystalline form! According to Dana, 
the greatest living authority, they may 
have been produced by slow decomposi- 
tion of vegetable or even animal matter. 
—St. Louis Republic.

'To these formulated rules he joined 
marvelous fortility in stratagem, ‘Thue 
inthe beginning of the campaign ot 
1706 Napoleou made a_ foint of marebs 
jing toward Genoa, Beaulieu, his ope 
ponent directed a Jacge body of troops 
thore. Napoleon instantly counter- 
marched and routed the Austrians left 
behind at Montenotte, This done, and 
, before Beaulieu, moving slowly and 
ponderously, could join his. colleague, 
the French had literally sprung betwoen 
the two bodies engaglig and defeating 
firat one at Millesoime, and then the 
other at Dogo.

The false notion 
that alcohol gives strength, that the 
momentary sensation of woll-being and 
vigour which the bob affords is a re- 
newal of force in the body, has taken 
hold of our people. We shall have to 
take strong methods to stop this public 
sale of poison.”

By Justice Boyd In the Appeal Case of 
Brooks ¥ Delong 
Recently a note appeared atating thar 
Mr, Justice Boyde had irendered judg 
meut for the defendant with coats in the 
appeal case of Brooks v Delong. The 
action in the first place was brought for 
trespass, the dispute being over the owner- 
ship of the wood on five seres of land, 
and it arose originally out of a deed of 
land givon by David Brook to his son 
Oboa. W. when dividing his property 
among hie children, All the parties live 
in Prince Edward and the case bas ex- 
cited considerable interest. Mr, Clute, 
Q. C., appeared for the appellants and 
Mr, Aylesworth, Q. C., and Mr. Porter for 
the respondents, Following is the full 
text of the judgment: 

The deeds from David Brooks to 
Charlos W. Brooks and Jano Brooks are 
both ditid Lat March, 1865, and are parts 
of one aud the same transaction, by which 
tho father David eff vted a sottloment of 
his propery by dividing it among his 
The transaction is to my mind 
to bw dealt with as one carried out by 
Contemporancous instrume ts, though it 
may be in fact that ‘he deed to his daugh- 
ter was not executed for two days or two 
months after the other to his son. Tho 
one instrument refers to the other and is 
to be regarded as embodied in it for the 
purpose of giving duo effect to the father's 
intentions and bounty. 

The Registry Act cannot be invoked for 
the imstrum nts wore of a _ purely 
voluntazy character and the son besides 
had ample notice of how his father was 
making the division of his property. The 
son's deed incorporates the other deed ia 
it by express mention so that igaorance 
cannot be pluaded. 

The sa d deed, as I read it, exceptsfrom 
its operations what was given or to bet 
given to the daughter by her deed, and 
therefore excepts the timber on the five 
acres in question, which was granted to 
her and her assigns. 

The meaning of her deed is to give her 
the entire Ownership ofthis timber with 
the right to transfer it to her assigns, i, 
¢., to sell it. Itis not limited to a mere 
personal enjoyment, nor is there any timo 
limit us to 1ts removal. 

As against the right of the defendants 
to take the wood the Statue of Limita- 
tions, if it applied, cannot be invoked for

Probably the best 
floor for the stall is found in two-inch 
plank, slanting towards the gutter in 
the rear,two inches in four and one-half 
feet (the usual length of standing floor, 
though this must. of course, be regulat- 
ed by the size of the animals). This is 
enough for proper drainage.” 
MAKING THE FARM PAY. 


A Michigan farmer writes to The 
American Cultivator that all over the 
country, in times like the present, we 
find the farmer looking about him to 
see if perchance he cannot reduce the 
running expenses of the farm. He may 
have in mind some things which should 
be done about his farm buildings or 
fences, and yet as he thinks about it he 
concludes that itcan be put off until 
another year, when perhaps times will 
be better. He may baa man who has 
been accustomed to keeping his stock 
up in fine condition, yet these hard 
times may induce him to cut short their 
rations, thinking it will make but little 
difference with them, as “they are not 
worth anything anyway.” I think per- 
Laps a word of caution right here would 
not be amiss. This question of econom: 
on the farm is one which is often diffi- 
cult to solve. We are sometimes so ab- 
sorbed and impressed with the general 
depression of farm produce that we be- 
come discouraged and fail to realize 
that this good care, this little extra at- 
tention and feed, is just what will saye 
us financially if anything can. TI think

Cols ¥ Hubble 

Judgement in the appeal case of Cole v 
Hubble was deliversd in Torcnto yester- 
day by Chief Justice Meredith and Justice 
McMahon. The detendants were acquit- 
ted here of the charge of rape on the 
plaintiffs daughter. Ho then commenced 
a civil action on the same evidence and 
seoured a vordiot for $260 damages, The 
appeal was based on tho claim that an 
acquittal having been secured on this evix 
dence it was not again admissable. It is 
the first time the pviot has ever beeo 
raised in the English courts. The Judpes 
held that the acquittal was not a bar to 
the civ | action aod dismissed the appeal.

This gentleman has beon a great 
powor in Chinese affairs, but ho is not 
now, and perbaps he is very glad of It 
Ho ts Prince Kung, who tor twenty-two 
_yoars was the guiding spirit in Chinese 
policy, He was prime minister of the 
empire, and for faany years hia position 
appearod mora stable than that of Bis 
marck. Other mon for tho moment 
might seom to fill a larger place in. the 
public aye, but thay came and went, 
while Prince Kung remained unmoved 
and apparently immovable at the helm 
in Pekin. It was ten yoars ago that 
Prince Kung fell from power. He is 
the uncle of the young emporor and tho 
loader of tho palace party that  over- 
throw him was his own brother, Prince 
Chun, the father of the emperor. The 
roasons for the downfall of Princo Kung 
may bo briefly told, 
Ho roprosented the characteristics of 
the first period of Chineso diplomacy 
after sho was compelled in a moasuro to 
givo up her policy of oxclusivencss and 
| enter into more friondly relationa with 
‘other nations. Chinn did not consent to 
give other people anything like fair and 
lecordial treatment until England and 
Franco had beaten her in war. The 
now era came in with the ond of that 
war and the peace of Tientsin, and it 
was then that Prince Kung seized the 
reins of power and held them until 1854, 
when another war caused his downfall. 
| Perhaps Princo Kung's foreign policy 
) Was tho best that could be constructed 
under tho circumstancos and with the 
matorialat hand. But China's present 
dilemma is probably, in large pare the 
j fruit of that policy. The European 
nations, againat China's will, wore 
crowding in upon her, Princo Kun, 
could not get rid of them, but he decided 
to havo as few points of contact as pos- 
‘ sible between his country and the out- 
siders who had forced themselves into 


' 


China’s socioty, He would have as 
little todo with them as possible; and 
80 throughout his career he was timid, 
suspicious, temporizing, and insincere, 
In his relations with foraign Govern- 
ments, he would not make up bis mind 
about anything, he would do positively 
nothing, until ho was compelled to.

ARE MEN LOPSIDED? .. 


A Little Inve mo Shows That They 
A re or Less so. 

Man, at best, is an ungainly animal? 
His head isan irregular spheroid, kis 
eyes are not alike or of equal efficiency; 
one shoulder is higher than its neighbor, 
one hand and one foot is larger than its 
corresponding organ. Despite the fact 
that the shape, size and color of the ear 
differs more widely in individuals than 
any other organ of the human body 
they are probably more alike on the 
same head than any other of the twin 
organs. If one ear is delicate in shape, 
the other will be the same; ff one looks 
like a dried fig or a conch shell, the 
other is likewise so. 

With the eyes, however, matters are 
different. ne eye is nearly always 
more open than ite friend over the 
bridge, while in many cases people, 
while apparently looking with both 
eyes, only use one, and mak ers of fire- 
arms, in making guns to order, careful- 
ly allow for the right or left sightedness 
of the sportman for whom they cater. 
Broadly speaking, women are more 
often left- sighted than men, and, when 
they do happen to be right-sighted, thoy 
are so in a lesser degree than the stern 
er sex. 

The reason why the left shoulder is

ADVANCED PHOTOGRAPHY. 


Its Use in Depleting Scones on the Ocean: 
Floor 

A short time ago a Frenchmar 
brought himself to the notice of scien 
tific naturalists by undertaking an ex 
ploring tour of the Red Sea, from whicl 
i¢ brought back a strange and cw 
collection of fish d shells, embracin 
several specimen wiknown 
Continuing his reseaches on the coast o 
France, he assumed a sliver s costume t 
observe at the bottom of the sea th: 
metamorphoses of certain mollusca im 
possible to cultivatein aquaria. He wa 
struck with the wonderful beauty of th 

landscapes and resolved t 

photograph what he could, since a sim 
ple description would savor teo much o} 
an over-vivid imagination, At first h 
worked in shiliow water with a water 
tight apparatus and the clearness of th 
water allowed him sufficient light te 
sensitize the plates, but proportionately 
as the depth tnereased clearness dimin 
ish d and th* motion of the waver 
clouded his proofs. 

‘Then the young scientist conecived 
the idea of utilizing magnetism in ay 
apparatus of hisown invention. Thi» 
apparatus consists essentially of a bar 
rel filled with oxygen, and surmount. c 
by a glass bell containing an alcoho! 
Jamp. On the flame of the lamp, by 
means of a mechanical contrivatce, 
powder, d magnetism is thrown, flaring 
The bar- 
rel is pierced with holes on the lower 
side in such a manner that as the oxy- 
gen diminishes the sea water euters, so 
preserving the equilibrium betwoen ex- 
ternal and internal pressure. B-eautitul 
submarine hey te hs, taken on the 
very bed of the Mediterranean at Ban 
yuis-ser-Mer, near the Spanish border, 
ave been produced in this way. 

Hardly a day passes now but new and 
important photographs are produced by 
cameras of ever-increasing power. New 
stars have been revealed that 
heretofore obscure from man. It is dif- 
ficult to realize how far these worlds aro 
from us. One of the most popular and

Robert Ball, who uses simple and gra- 
phic illustrations to give his hearers 
ee of magnitude and distance.

the most distant telescopic stars But 
the camera has revealed stars far mor 
distant than these, some of which, if a 
message had been sent in the year A.D 
1—that is to say, 1,894 years ago—thy 
message would only just have reached 
some of them, and would be still on the 
way to others, going at the rate of 185, 
000 miles a second

McIntosh, foreman, William Willi 
Charles Stewart, W. Bowor, Georzo Lay 
rence, R. D. Cameron, J Hood, R. Hug 
T, Matthie, Benjamin McClure, A, Law- 
Knox, 

The jury having beon sworn went to 
the house and viewed the remains of the 
deceased, when they were dismissed by 
tho coroner to meet in the council cham- 
ber at 2 o'clock on Thursday afternoon 
to allow Dr. J. & Tonnant and Dr. J. 
H. Garnier to perform a post mortem 
examination,

CURRENCY BILL 


Proposal That the National Banks Be Not 
Compelied to Reorganise 
Washington, Dec. 22.—Two very 
portant featnree make their appearance 
for the first time in the substitute cur- 
rency Dill ax agreed upon by the Do- 
mocratic cauewp. Tho main one will 
have the effect of allowing the National 
Banking system to run along without ou 
arbitrary provision that bapks must or- 
gonize under the new system. The ori- 
ginal Carlisle bill contemplated that 
all National banks must reorganize under 
the new plan, This would bave required 
them to surrender the Government bonds 
which now constitute the basis of their 
‘cirewlation. But the substitute 
away with this imperative chan: 
nttionol banks wish to continue 
their United States bonds and issue 
culation thereon, they may do so. 
felt that they will soon discover the ad- 
vantuges of the new system and will 
therefore ndopt it voluntarily. But the 
option will bo given to thom to judge for 
themselves, nod if they wish they may 
continue ne National banks. The other 
important feature of the substitute iv 
that it does nway with the uakuown lia 
bility of the barks to guarantee the notes 
of all other banks. This feature of the 
original bill bas Leeu much criticised, It 
contemplated that if m National bank 
failed {tw notea would be paid out of ita 
nasetx ond the generul satety fund made 
up by all the banks; but if the assets and 
safety fund were inanflicient to pay the 
notes of the failed bauk, then the Con- 
troller of the Currency was to make a 
pro-rata nsseasment on all the banks of 
the country,

Sir John Thompson's Body 


En Route to Halifax. 


THE CRUISER’S SAILING DELAYED, 


The Remains Conveyed With Every Mark 
Honor From London to Portsmouth 
Received at Fortsmouth Hy Repre~ 
sentatives of Koyalty, the Corporation 
and a Guard of Honor—An Impressive 
fieone When the Kody Is Placed im the 
Temporary Mortuary Chamber on the 
Blenheim, 


London, Dec, 22.—The final honors in 
England to the remains of the late Sir 
John 8. D, Thompson, Premlor of Canada, 
were paid this morning { the removal 
of his body to tha first-class twin scrow 
cruisor Blenholm, at Portsmouth, to be 
transported by that vessel to Halifax. 
At 8 o'clock the hearse which waa to 
convey the body to the Victorin station 
drew up in front of tho undertakiug es- 
tablishment of Messrs, William Garatin 
& Sons, whero the body hus Iain since 
the funeral warvicos, which were held 
over it in the Chapel of Our Lady in 
Spanish Place, on Dec, 14. The doorw of 
the mausvloum were thrown open, and 
the coffin containing the body of the 
Canadian statesman was carried out by 
a number of employes of the undertaking 
establiphment and placed in the hearse. 
The coffin waa covered with the Unioo 
Jack, but with thiw exception nothing 
was placed upon it. After the coffin had 
been placed in the hearse the carriagay, 
woven in number, got into line and the 
little procession started on its way to 
the Victoria Station. The first carriage 
immediately behind the hearse waa filled 
with wreaths and crosacs, the gifts of 
friends and admirera of the dead man. 
Tho procewion arrived at Victorino sta- 
tion about 10 minutes to 9 o'clock. 

The special train which wa# to convey 
the remains to Portamouth consisted of 
five carriages, The carriages set apart 
for the transportation of the coffin had 
bedn Grronged o@ a chapel, with profusa 
draperies of white and black. The coffin, 
which was still covered by the Union 
Jack, wos placed upon a small catafal- 
que, which had beeu crected in the contre 
of the carriage, Accompanying the 
body in the mortuary car were Senator 
Sandford, Father Longininotto, of St. 
Edward's Roman Catholic Church of 
Windsor, aud Mr. Colmer, Secretary of 
the Canadian Offices. 

In tho cars of the epecial train de- 
yored to the us cof the friends of the 
dead Premier were: Sir Frederick Young, 
vice-president of the Royal Colonial In- 
stitute; Capt. Burnett of the Canadian 
Office, Mr. James E, Huddart of the 
Canadian Pacific Steamship Line,’ Mr. 
Rigby of Nova Scotia, a school wate of 
Sic John Thompson; Mr, Howard, agent, 
of Nova Scotia; Mr. James Johnston of 
Ottawa, Mr. Hartmann W. Just, os- 
sistant, private secretary to Lord Ri- 
pon; Mr, Reynolds of the Canadiaa OI- 
fice, Mr. F. H. Walker, Mr. G. P. ‘Iuater, 
Mr. A. Lang, the London manager of 
the Bank of Montreal, ond Lord Uar- 
rington. The oars composing the train 
were oll new. 

The train started on its solemn jour- 
ney at precisely 9,10 o'clock,

ond Sir Charles Tupper, there were in- 
cluded in th elarge number which are 
placed jn the funeral car with the cof- 
fin a wreath from the Marquis of Ki- 
pon, composed of white flowers; 2 cross 
of holly from Mr. Sydnoy Buxton, Under 
Secretary to the Colonial Office; a 
wreatL from the inhabitants of Truro, 
N,S., with an inscription designating it 
as “a mark of love and high esteem for 
the countryman, friend and gifted leader,’ 
ant wreaths from’ Mr, and Mrs, Colmer 
and Mrs, and Mies Huddart, inscribed "a 
token of our warm regard ond Jeep re- 

Above the coffin, after it had been 
laid upon the catafalque in the fuaeral 
car, was placed a Canadian flag, with 
ite edges davel with crape, The Jaurel 
wreath sent by the Queen with a card 
inscribed, “A mark of sincere affection, 
Victoria, R,I.,”" lay upon tho coffin. 

Tho train gprived qt Rortsemoyth pt 
11.20 a.m., haylng made the joyurney of 
95 miles In two hours and ten minutes, 
The bright sunlight which had shone upon 
the train the cutiroe distance had disap- 
peared, hnd the passengers were greeted 
with heavy winds and strong gusta of 
rain. A tremondous gale bad set in upon 
the fouthwest const ahqut 2 a'clock tn 
tho morning. A dosen or more officers 
wore attached to the Portsmouth gar- 
risou, together with a fow officers be- 
Yonging &o the various ‘warships in 
Portsmouth Harbor, were standing upon 
the platform as tho train qtopped at the 
dock dmmediately opposite Her Majesty's 
warship Blenheim which was lying at the 
jetty awaiting tho orrival of the body. 
In addition to the officora mentioned the 
officers pf the Blenhoim wen also on the 
platform find eight Marines wearing 
crape jwere in readiness to act a8 pall- 
bearers. 

The Right Rev, John Virtue, Catholic 
Bishop bf Portsmouth ,nttired in his 
Episcopal robes, stood with a gronp of 
pricats, officinis, otc., under the cover of 
an awning waitlug for the rain to cease, 

Lord @dward Pelham Clinton, Master 
the Household, was present on tho plat- 
form as the representative of tho Quepn. 

Capt. Carmlake, in charge of 100 Mar- 
{nea and 400 Bluejackots from Her Ma- 
jesty'a gunboats Excellent, composing a

Upon tho head of the coffin 
was also placed the wreath which waa 
placed there by the Queen with her own 
hands, before the body was removed from 
Windsor, with the card and white rib- 
bons still attached to it, The crucifix 
waa surrounded with wreath of holly, 
bearing the card with tho inscription, 
“A elmple tribute of respect to the mem- 
ory of @ true Britivh patriot, from G.H. 
Croxden Powell.-- Four marinca beloug- 
ing to tho Blenhcim were stationed at 
tho cornera of the catafalque, with their 
guns at attention. 

After the coffin had been placed upon 
the catafalque the Bishop of Portamouth 
and the clergymen attending him said a 
few prayers, losting about five minutes, 
ant then withdrew, When the prayers 
were over, the poople who throngs the 
dock were admitted to the cabin, 

A number of sailors, under the direc- 
tion of an officer, necured the casket to 
the deck with heavy white cords, mok- 
Ing .it impossible for it to be thrown 
out of place during the voyage. After 
the coffin had been loaked to the decks 
overything was got in readiness to start 
for Halifax, and everything was ready 
for her to soil at 2 o'clock, that being 
about the hour that #he was scheduled 
to depart. 

In the meantime, however, tle gale 
had increased in violence, and it waa 
finally decided that it would not be ad- 
visable to start until the wing ehonld 
subside. Accordingly, after a consuita- 
tion of the officers of the ship with the 
Admiralty authorities, it owas determin- 
ed to postpone the Blenheim’s departure 
uptil 8.80 to-morrow.

The newly born distrust among tho 
Irish in regard to the Ministry's Home 
Rule policy, together with the unox- 
pected «heck upon the internal prosper- 
ity of Ireland through the failure of 
the crops, has reawakeued the activity 
of the Fenians. The Liberal presa seck 
to belittle the matter, some of the pagers 
totally denying the resurgence of Fenian- 
ism, and others asserting that the new 
movement is confined to a small group 
of extremists in Paria and New York. 
The kuown facts, however, prove the 
contrary, and orders have been issued 
from Dublin Castle within the last fow 
weeks renewing the old-time precau- 
tions against Fenians, invincibles and 
other physical force, and reviving the 
old system of the detection of criminals.

York, Engineering 
Tholr right to do this has been disputed 
by the miners, who claim to own the 
coal themselves. ‘The miner mines coal 
for the mine owner and is paid for it by 
the car load, so much per ton, When 
® car comes fr. the mine and is 
wolghed and Inspected, if it contains 
culm to the amount of 10 pounds or 
more, the miner is docked’ 100 pounds 
on that car load, or in other words he 
does not recelye pay for the 100 pounda 
of the coal he haw mined. Although 
buckwheat, bird's-eye and pea coal are 
no longer clansod aa waste;they are coy- 
ered by the term culm, and tho miners 
pays forfeit for having those sizes in his 
car, although they are among the most 
valuable products of tho ming, The point 
raised is that the ola culm piles, having 
been largely made up by this docking 
of the miner's cars, virtually represent 
investments made by the miner through 
tho wagon deducted from him for pro- 
ducing rock coal as the culm piles con-

“Denmark's action in prohibiting the 
importation of American live cattle and 
dressed bee! is Jooked upon here wa a 
move dictated by self-interest, Most of 
the cattle killed at Hamburg are from 
Denmark, All the cattle arriving from 
Denmark must be slaughtered, and can. 
not*be transported to the interior of 
Germany alive. Denmark {a evidently 
hopeful that by excluding Amerioan live 
eattlo they muy receive permission from 
the German authorities to transport 
their livestock to the {nterior of Ger. 
many. One of the dircctora of ‘the 
Hamburg-Amerionn Packet Company 
informa me tht Rotterdam las also 
prohibited the landing of American Hye 
cattle at that port.
